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A portable pumping system was known to be in use at least as early as November 2001. 
It consisted of a pump driven by a diesel engine and having a flow meter on the discharge side of 
the pump. This system was mounted on a skid and carried in the bed of a truck. A hose was 
connected directly between the outlet of a railcar and the inlet of the pump. Another hose was 
connected between the outlet of the pump and an inlet opening on a transport trailer. No valves 
were installed on these hoses. This system was operated by Mclntire Fuels of Middlebury, 
Vermont. 
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
